EXPLOSION WRECKS MINE; 


MANY ARE KILLED. 


Destroyed 
Colorado 
Property 
is 


Burning and Entombed Dead 


flay Be Cremated. 


TRINIDAD, Colo., October 29. 


—The Rocky ,.Mountain Coal and 
Iron Company's mine Number 3 at 
Tercio, forty miles west of this city, 
was so badly wrecked by the ex- 
plosion that occurred yesterday 
that searchers have not yet suc- 
ceeded in penetrating to the point 
where miners were working. Es- 
timates of the number of men in 
the mine at the time vary from 
twenty to sixty. They are mainly 
foreigners and not known to Amer- 
icans in the vicinity. The mine 
company's officials have no record 
of the number working though it 
is known that only twenty-one men 
went into the mine yesterday 
morning. 
According to reports 


which have not been verified many 
more men went into the mine in 
the afternoon. 
It is regarded as 


certain that none of those in the 
mine whc.n the explosion occurred 
are now ;ilive. 


The mine is a sloping tunnel, 


over 2000 feet long. 
Rescuers en- 


tered the slope as far as room 13, 
which is 200 feet from the mouth of 
the tunnel. 
They succeeded in 


reaching this point only after most 
dangerous work and after crawling 
through many narrow places. At 
this point they encountered a solid 
wall of rock that had fallen from 
above and closed the 
passage. 


Room 26, where most of the miners 
are supposed to have been work- 


ing, 
is 600 feet from the mouth of 


the tunnel, or 400 feet beyond the 
point to which the rescuers pe_ne- 
trated. 
Only one body has been 


recovered, that of T. Doran, a driv- 
er, who was just entering the tun- 
nel when the explosion took place 
and who was terribly burned. 


"The report that sixty men were 


in the mines a.t the time of the ex- 
plosion is untrue," said Coror.er 
Sipe after visiting the scene of the 
accident. "I 
believe there 
are 


twenty entombed in the mine and 
that all are dead. 


"I think the 
explosion which 


"The mine is burning and many 


of the bodies qnay be cremated, 
thus making it impossible to ascer- 
tain exactly the number in the 
mine." 


There were only two Americans 


in the mine, George Brandenburg 
and John Hatton. The others were 
Slavs and Mexicans.

In case of a national disaster, to 
insure speedy relief, partly worn gar- 
ments :nay be accepted - by the guild.

Interest Being Taken in Fight-

SAN FRANCISCO, October 29.— 


During the past few days interest in the 
Britt-Gans fight, has become intense 
throughout the cotmtiy. Until Thurs- 
day there was practically no betting. 
[Yesterday the pool rooms were well 
crowded with the friends of Britt and 
the colored champion. 
Considerable 


rnoney is already up on the result at odds 
ranging all the way from 10 to 9 to 10 to 
7 with the dusky Baltimore an on the 
long end. 


Britt is in wonderful shape. I have 


never seen him in such superb condi- 
tion. When he fought Young Corbett 
he was haggard and drawn. He had to 
get down to about 123 pounds. That 
weight is a bit light for rhe young 
plumber; but at 133 he is very big. The 
sportsmen figure that the outcome of 
the fight will be due exclusively to Cans' 
condition. If Gans is weak at 133 
pounds, Britt will surely beat him. If 
he is strong it will lie a terrific- fight with 
honors about even when tl e opening 
gong sounds. 
•, It has become the fashion to regard 
Gans as invincible. There i--; no ques- 
tion but that he strikes a terrific blow 
from any distance, and that he has all 
the speed and cleverness that go to make 
up a great fighter. But about his capa- 
city for taking punisliment there has 
always been a question in my mind. He 
was unable to lick '• Spider" Kelly. 
Prank Erne made him quit, and other 
pugs have fought him to a standstill. 
'"With Britt's gameness Gans would 
probably have the greatest fight the 
world ever saw in the lightweight class. 


Britt is confident that he will win. 


He thinks, and with good reason, that 
•nobody on earth can whip him pound 
for pound. He made Young Corbett 
stop three times during the battle that 
gave him the featherweight champion- 
ship. 


I am very glad to bear that Graney is 


to referee the fight. Xot that I think 


Graney is a more wonderful 
referee 


than several other men in the country, 
but because of the dirty and unsports- 
manlike fight made against him by peo- 
ple with whom he had political differ- 
ences. Graney's Avork has never been 
questioned by sports. He knows the 
boxing game thoroughly and cannot be 
handled by Eastern poolroom magnates. 


The expose by "The Examiner" of 


the plot to construct the most elaborate 
den of vice that tre West has known on 
the site of the old Chinatown Palace 
Hotel, will in all probability result in the 
uncovering of one of the most infamous 
get-rich-quick schemes that has dazed 
the public. 


Think of a venture in immorality 


planned to pay its floaters six hundred 
and sixty thousand odd dollars a year. 
It Avould only take two years for a game 
of this sort to enable the clique at its 
head to live in splendor in Europe for 
the remainder of their lives. 
There 


can be no question that the Board of 
Works, in granting the bogus permits 
for the reconstruction of the building, 
did so at the instance of some one in con- 
trol of the Board of Works. The iden- 
tity of that mysterious "some one" has 
furnished food for the political gossips 
ever since the expose. The majority of 
the politicians are positive that they 
know the gentleman, and predict that his 
dreams will never he realized. 


This vile place, if it ever materializes, 


is to be so conducted that it will furnish 
an income of $1800 a day. The expenses 
will be $100 a day, leaving a total profit 
of $1700 a day. These figures make the 
ordinary bank wrecker and get-rich- 
quick schemers look like pikers.

But when 
p i-ople try to excuse oth >r people, such 
as Assessor Dodge, who i lay or may not 
be guilty as charged ji st"because the 
accusations happen to b; preferred by 
Jim Nealon or a man oi his type, they 
are mighty short sighte t and shallow- 
brained.
